without reſtitution of perſons, ſcaled a 
penerall graunt to his Apoſtles to fiſh 
in all treames, and to caſt their nettes 
oueral! Nations,by the Preaching of the 
Goſpel: Hee willed chemi not to fiſh for 
, the 
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the [ewes onely, orto lay a hooke for a 
Phariſce,Prieſt,or the vulgar ſort peculi- 
arly, but for all men generally, rich or 
poorc; wiſe or vynwiſc-deſpitable or ho- 
norable; ſaying, 1 will make you fiſhers of 
men. All mankind abſolutely are vnder 
the charge of the Euangelicall Fiſher- 
men,to be drawne out of the rerapeſtuous 
ſeaof this world co the kingdom of grace. 
Itis a manifeR marke of afalſe fiſherman; 
of a barterer and purloyner of the worde 
of God, to runne vp and downeterreting 
the richer ſort,and in a ſordide obſequie, 
to attende ſuch onely as way bring them 
to dignitie.

Their 
finnes(as it appeares)ſerue as wings vnto 
them to raiſe them yp on high, to the 
height of the water: which ſerue to ſha- 
dow out a ſancifted man, whoſe cone 
uerſation isin heauen: who ſecketh thoſe 
chings that are aboue, and who lifteth 
yp his minde by heauenly contemplatte 
on, aboue all earthly things. The ſcales 
betoken as Gregorie Nazianzen infinu- 
ateth, the doing off the old man, and the 
putting on the newe : or as the Latines 
would haue it,the doing awaytheir fliffe- 
nefle and hardneſſe of minde, and their 
uaCtabilitic and conformitic ynto God.

Such are the worldly we, 6 men that 
finke downe into the mire and pudle of 
fiane, and are {ſo oucrwhelmed and bur- 
dened with it, as neither they can for- 
ſake rheir filthy afteions:or raiſe them- 
ſelues higher by better cogirations. Such 
were the Phyloſophers of the Gentiles, 
who inſiſting in the profſe rudiments of 
nature, would be led onely bythe lyne of 
her ſuggeſtions, giuing the cauſe of cuery 
action tonaturall operation: ynable to 
conſider of the author of nature, who ru- 
leth and gouerneth it to the accompliſh- 
ment of his pleaſure. But wee be to na- 
ture not accompliſhed with grace : for it 
is a perrilouspitte of puddle, to keepe vs 
downe for eucr. When nature was foli- 
taric 
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taticin Peter, as it was when he mooued 
his Maſter not to goe to Hieruſalem; 
Peter was Sathan. But when grace gui- 
ded him, as it did when hee made that 
fundamentall confeſſion, That [:ſus was 
the Somne of the living God, hee was not 
Sathan, but Cephas, and Srwor, and a 
blefſled man. Alſo thoſe Lampreyes are 
thoſe huers, that ſtrainc the Lawe like 
Skinne of parchment ypon the tortures 
of their wilde wittes, for the enlarge- 
ment of their lucre, They are ſlippery Eles 
indeede, of whome there is no holde to 
be had, varying the ſence and judgement 
of Law, as often as theyliſt : and being 
ſoflimily and ſordidly giuen, as they may 
not be handled. Of this ranke and reti- 
nue likewiſe, are many of our Clergie- 
Maſters, who greedily ſwallow vp every 
idle ceremonie, vrging the outward let- 
ter thereof, neglecting the ſpirituall meas 
ning thereof, the ſoule and lite of it. Let 
Orators, and Poets make ypthe meſle,the 
quinteſlence of whoſe wittes, are nothing 
elſe but waucs of waſt words,a ſtreame of 
fillabical ſlight inuention,a flood of friuo- 
lous fantaſtical fitions, and merely a mud 
& mire of abſurdities : rhe reformation

their nature. Now,though the {ea (which | 
is the worlds looking-glaſle, and preſen- 
terh the image of mens manners vnto 
vs) affordeth no fiſh worthy of Gods 
taſte, (howſocuer it pleaſeth him to ac- 
. cept of ſuch as will come tothe hooke, 
or to the drawe-nette of his worde ) and 
wee approue the Apohoriſme of Pla- 
to in Phedone, who ſaich that the ſea can 
engender nothing that is meete for [+ 
piter : yet the premiſed manners of mep, 
ſhadowed by the ſecond ſort of fiſhes 
that are yncleane, are that abominable 
prophanation, which the Aegyptians vn* 
der{tood by a fiſh, againſt which, ancient 
holineſle did ſo oppoſe it ſelfe.

Theſe wa- 
ter-wooules are the lively Idea of rhe 
woolues of this worlde, whoſe doings 
the Prophet decyphereth in this wiſe - 
eAnd they eate alſo the fl:ſh of my people, 
and fley of their chinnes , and they breake 
their bones, and choppe them in peeces as for 
thepotte, as fleſh within the chaldron. In 
initio non fur (ic. In the beginning it was 
not ſo. For man was made for a helpe to 
man, and as a god to man, as Moſes was 
to Aaron. Homo bommi Deus, was then 
the ſentence in euery mans mouth.Bur fin 
ſ\ubduing nature, or rather grace; the 
caſe is altred, and this contrary proucrbe 
commeth in place; Homo homini Lupns : 
Man is a deuouring wolfe ynto man;clo- 
thing

and heape of ſmaller with it : when 2 
meane man finneth, he falleth alone, bur 
the miſdoings of the mightier men by 
hurtfull exzmple that drawe on others 
with them y doe very mightic milchiefe. 
Whertore the (innes of the inferior ſort, 
are wholy giuca to their rulers and go- 


uerours. Wherefore Moſes, when rhe Exod. 32, 
people had ſinned, cenſured Aaron the zt, 


Prieſt for it, ſaying: What did this people 
vnto thee, that thou haſt bronght ſogreat 4 
finne upon them? And hce doth rightly in 
ir. For if a clocke bee out of kelter and 
frame,1 trowe the clock-keeper is more 
to bee blamed, than the clocke which is 
at his ordering? And bee ſuch ſure, that 
they ſhall bee one day ſoundly charged 
forit. So was Danid by Nathan, who in 
the mid(i of mercie pronoſiced ouer him 
in the forgiueneſſe of his fines , ſneb« 
bed in this ſort for his evill examples: 
The Loyd hath put away thy ſerne.thou ſhals 
wot dye, Howbeit becauſe by this deed, For:

heme, the childe that is borne wnto thee ſhall 
ſurely dye. The Oliue tree that is planted as 
mong the vines,becauſe it occupyech bnt a 
little roome hurtcth not the vines:but the 
nuttree,that cobrechthe ground, & taketn 
vp ſucha wide ſpace, doth greatly hinder 
them.The Potcntares, that take yp all the 
roome of the land, & ſway al things af they 
lift, are dangerous to the vineyarde of tne 
Lordof hoafls, by thcir ſecuritie and ho- 
ftiJitic : the trebuler ſort that ate thruſt ro 
the wall, that nzuer growe high, or oucr« 
dreepe others little, by all the cuill they 
can doegcan damnifie others. Oherefore, 
that it would pleaſe God,to ſweepe their 
houſe, that we might finde his loſt groat: 
co turne them thatthey might be turned, 
and thereby tune ſuch as are vnder tkcir 
charge, ynto the worſhip of God, Foras 
by their fearefull cuill examples , they 
holde vp as it were che chinne of iniqui- 
tie: ſo by theſe good examples in their 
conuerſion ynto God, pietic would ſet vp 
a monarchie atrong vs. Danid onely by 
the line of his good life, did drawe Saul 
vnto him, holding vp ſuch a lumpe of vp- 
rightneſſe ynto him,as did ealigtten and 
Jl* 
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inflame him. The Baptiſt beeing a man 
of ſuch abſolute carriage,as no man could 
approoue : hce had heapes of followers, 
who ſwarmed like Bees about him, & ad- 
mired him,& applauded him,as the eſe 
ffas.The theef that was crucified with our 
Saniour Chriſt, ſeeing ſuch range loue 
in the Lorde, as praying for his perſecu. 
ters, at the yery nicke and laſt cait was 
conuerted by it. Pay by his learning and 
life, together by his wordes and workes 
wroughta great worke among the Gen= 
tiles. He did not fight as one that beateth 
the ayre : but hee looked ro his carriage, 
and {o humbled his body, thathce might 
not bee a reprobate himſelfe, whileſt hee 
brought ſalvation vnto others, It is the 

oint Peter rauch ſtandeth ypon, and la- 
wat to perſwade, that ſuch as are 
lights,might ſo lighten the world : hat it 
ſeeing the ſame, may glorifie God in the 
day of viſitation. 3, There is further 
this marke of difference betweene this 
to-folde fiſhing s that the fiſhes of che 
one fide are taken to dye: but ſuch as 
are taken by our Miniſteriall fiſhing, 
are taken that they mightliue, they are 
ranſlated from death to life for cuer.
